in European international relationships w! 
may have a profound effect upon future 
developments. It should not be thought that, 
such an arrangement would destroy all fear 
of another war, though it may very con- 
siderably reinforce beliefs at present held as 
to what would be the result of such a 
struggle. 

If Great Britain and Russia do reach agree- 
‘ment on the points under discussion, it will 
merely mean that a return has been made to 
the doctrine of collective security, originally 
destroyed by German action, and now again 
brought into being by the behaviour 
of that self-same country. There wi 
ably be many in Britain, who will stil! look 
Upon an Anglo-Russian ’ alliance con- 
siderable disfavour. ‘There is a strong body 

jion whieh holds that, if Britain 
ideologies re- 
spectively represented by Germany and Italy 
‘on the one hand and Russia on the other, 
it would choose the former. ‘That o 
is not, however, so strongly held as. to. 
prevent Great Britain seeking strange bed- 
fellows, and the world may be somewhat 
bewildered by the rapidity ‘which 
(chillis adapting its policy to swiftly 
wing times. Much has been made of! 
Fecent military purges in Russia as tending, 
to weaken that country's military machine. 
‘There is still the uncomfortable fear that 
the removal. of too many of the higher officers 
in the Red army may have led to a deteriora 
tion of its military effectiveness.

With the adherence of 
both Russia and Turkey to the proposed 
‘untisaggression pact this portion of British 
policy will have achieved complete success. 
‘The union of all the nations, likely to be 
most closely affected by the German and 
Malian schemes for territorial aggrandise- 
ment, in a determination to oppose it to the 
bitter end may be termed by Germany a 
policy of encirclement. It is quite clear that 
the effects of that encirclement need never 
bbe felt so Tong as those two nations refral 
from that aggression to which it is at present 
feared they are contemplating to resort. In its 
essence, being purely defensive, it need give 
ho rise for more anxiety, than docs 
Entente Cordiale in times ‘of peace. 

There is, about these reports of 1 possible’ 
Anglo-Russian military allianee still. many 
questions whieh can only be answered when 
the ‘terms of whatever understanding is 
Yeached are published. Not the least in- 
teresting Hem for speciation is as to what 
Would be the effect of sich an ayrecment 
uupon the situation in the Far East. It should 
be quite obvious that an  Anglo-Russian 
military alliance designed merely to meet 
the European situation would be most onc 
sidedly in favour of Britain and France.  1¢

Let it be ad- 
mitted at once that Signor Mussolini's speech 
at least honest. It serves notice on the 
world that permament peace can only be ob- 
tained by the complete satisfaction of 
Malian desires and policies, and that if that 
satisfaction is not to be obtained by peacefut 
‘means resort to war is by no means improb- 
able. That is the position which the world 
faces at the present time, and may continue 
to face until decisions come to be sought on 
the battlefield, or the Axis Powers are 
brought to the realization that the democrac- 
les are determined to offer such resistance 
to further attempts at territorial aggrandise- 
ment by foree which may make war wholly 
unprofitable. ‘Though President Roosevelt's 
attempt to bring about a better atmosphere 
has thus failed, that does not mean that the 
attempt was hot worth the making. No 
statesman worth his salt would, in cireum~ 
lances such us at present prevail, fail to 
make every endeavour to avert the peril with 
which Europe, if not eventually the whole 
world is threatened. But between those who 
look upon war as a weapon of policy. and 
those who regard it as a confession of failure 
there is so wide a gulf that it seems almost 
possible to reconeile the two schools of 
thought, War should be regarded as some- 
thing which should occur only when the arts 
‘of peace have definitely failed of their pur- 
pose: that it should be regarded, as one of 
the chief factors in diplomacy is just one of 
those other misfortunes which at present 
beset the world,

1 as Havax reports the British Cabinet 
may take a decision on the subject of 
conscription for Great Britain, some time this 
week, it will be because the Government is

It was that pledge which it is 
claimed, and particularly by the Opposition, 
which fears the use of a conscript army 
in trade disputes,—was largely responsible 
for the big vielory which the Nationalist 
Government secured at the polls, and Mr.

aroused the risible faculties of their enemies, 
would have been regarded as nothing but 
a gesture had it not been for the manner 
in which the “Old Contemptibles” acquitted 
themselves, and made their own very definite 
impress on the future development of the 
war. ‘The despatch of 340,000 as _con- 
templated under the present Army scheme 
in the event of war would be somewhat 
slightly more impressive, but when the 
numbers are compared with those which 
eventually had to be employed in the 
last War—something in the nature of 
fone-fourteenth—it must be realized that 
this would not be the effective _con- 
tribution which Great Britain should be 
called upon to make to the common cause. 
Except for the purposes of numerical com- 
parison it is useless to think in terms of 
1914-1918. With the development of the 
acrial arm, and the swift moving tank, an 
entirely new tempo has been set for war. 
There will be but the slightest of margins 
in which to repair mistakes in forethought, 
probably none indeed to make good errors in 
strategy, and it may very well prove that a 
nation which has not a great army in being 
at the outbreak of hostilities may never have 
the opportunity of recruiting ohe. It would 
have no opportunity whatever unless it were 
‘able in a comparatively short time to secure 
control of the air, something upon which the 
outcome of the next war may in the end be 
found completely to have depended. 

In the course of a recruiting speech at 
Bermonsey, on March 31, Mr. Hore-Belisha, 
Minister for War, appealed for 250,000 men, 
offering them nothing “except the knowledge 
that they may be ready to preserve this 
country and uphold at a sharp moment the 
principles of uprightness and liberty.” ‘There 
fs not the slighted doubt that he will get 
them. But will he get them quickly enough ? 
And if he does, will the number then be 
sufficient? ‘The history of 1914-1918 suggests 
that they will not, that the British nation 
‘must be made to think of its army in terms 
of millions, and not of hundreds of thousands 
The question next gvises is whether Mr. 
Chamberlain should abandon the pledge 
Which has come to him as an uncomfortable 
legacy. To 40 so would be attended with 
the grave danger of splitting the country 
from top to bottom unless the Opposition, 
and more particularly the Labour and 
Socialist sections are given the satisfaction 
of seeing compulsory mobilization including 
all branches of a nation’s activities. For that 
view there must also be found some degree 
of support. Whether the average Briton 
likes it or no, the fact is that at least two 
of the nations with whom she may be called 
upon to fight have even now mobilized all 
their national resources, and that capital, just 
as much as man-power is at the command of 
the State, one which she may find on her side 
‘as also done the same thing, and the sooner 
Britons realize that when the nation is at 
war all of them are, the earlier will come 
recognition of the fact that only by the 
speediest of preparations on all fronts can 
the system of defence arrive at anything 
approaching perfection. Naturally the next 
question to be asked is whether Mr, Cham- 
berlain should go to the country on the issue 
of conscription. ‘That it would be somewhat’ 
of a gamble is probable, but it is just as 
equally likely that the nation would give 
him the mandate which so many of his 
supporters desire, tut there again there is 
the issue of time to be taken into considera 
tion. A general election, and, on assembly of 
Parliament, the passage of the necessary 
legislation,’ more particularly if as a result 
of the polis the Opposition were strengthened, 
‘would mean that many’ precious months would. 
be lost before conscription could be got under 
way, and a month is much too long a period 
of time nowadays to permit of liberties being 
taken with numbers of it 

















A RECENT PLAY 

April 25. 

‘The remarks of the dramatic eritic con- 
cerning the latest production by the Amateur 
Dramatic Club of Shanghai,—“Room for 
‘Two,"—have aroused quite a deal of discus- 
sion, and opinion. seems to be fairly 
sharply divided between those who favour 
the presentation of such plays, and those 
who definitely condemn it, ‘The latter ap- 
pear to have been getting ‘the better of the 
argument. It is, perhaps, just as well 
briefly to recall ‘the substance of the plot 
‘Two married couples are friends. One hus- 
band seems to be a. well-conducted man; 
the sccond is in adulterous relationship with 
the former's wife. The wife of the second, 
apparently up to that time properly behaved, 
meets in the home of her friend the day 
before the action of the play commences a 
young man «ho “falls for her” to such an 
extent, that when he learns she is proceeding 
to Venice, without a maid, disguises 
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self as one, his deception being assisted by 
the fact that he has purloined the very 
shortsighted husband's spectacles. Why a 
husband who could afford to take his wife 
to Venice for a holiday, and write a £250 
cheque for his mistress’ only possessed one 
pair of spectacles, or could not purchase 
‘anoth is not quite clear, but this im- 
probability is necessary to the’ perfection of 
the farce, Thus the shortsighted husband, with 
a wife who lends herself to the fantastic 
impersonation of the maid by her lover, 
arrive in Venice, to find that the husband's 
paramour, whose destination in the first act 
was to have been Baden, has already turned 
up. ‘The manoouvres whereby the short~ 
sighted husband arranges to visit his lady 
friend that night, and" the “lady's maid" 
manages to sleep in the same room with 
“her” mistress is all part of the beginning 
of the second act, whereupon the young 
woman effectively arrayed in a night-gown 
spends the remainder of the act endeavour~ 
1g to induce her lover to get into bed with 
her. He,—the modern Galahad—first en- 
deavours to silence her opportunings by giv- 
ing her a sleeping-draught, and when she 
refuses to drink it all quaffs it himself and 
finds refuge {rpm temptation in sleep. The 
third act reveals the state of the four's 
affections, divorees and remarriages are 
arranged’ and the glorification of adultery 
reached. ‘The action is carried on a clever 
series of double entendres, 

It may seem somewhat unfair to put the 
story just as tersely as that, but deprived 
Of glamorous settings and effective dresses, 
negligee and otherwise, that is the gist of 
the play. It has no moral, or if it has, it 
must be ‘that nothing succeeds like adultery, 
and is consequently an immoral play. It 
may be argued that because Lord Cham~ 
berlain has passed it for stage production and 
because it had a good run in London, that 
it Is a perfectly suitable work to be produced 
in Shanghai, that if people do not care for 
this type of ‘play it is easy for them to stay 
away, and that as the performance was a 
financial suecess it is obviously the sort of 
production which Shanghai wants, The 
answer to those arguments seems easy 
enough. The Lord Chamberlain is not in- 
fallible, though of recent years he seems to 
have been more liberal than formerly. 
While it is true that the play was a big 
success in London, it has to be remembered 
that it was played by professionals and not 
by amateurs, and because of that what is 
suitable for a place like London may not be fit 
for Shanghai production. In the former city 
there are enough theatres for those who do 
not care for this sort of thing to find their 
entertainment elsewhere. ‘That is not en- 
lirely true of Shanghai, and selectors of 
plays in this city for that reason need to be 
all the more careful of the fare they sock 
to provide for the lovers of the legitimate 
stage. ‘The argument concerning box office 
Feceipts is mot good ; at the very best it is 
a mercenary one which should ‘not be ap- 
plied in the case of a club whose raison 
aétre should, obviously, be a cultural one. 
‘The financial’ aspect of the matter is not to 
be decided upon the results of one produc- 
tion, for surely there is the danyor that 
those who found the production of “Room 
for Two" unpleasing, may refrain from at 
tending future presentations, and if it gets 
xenerally to be believed that the policy of 

club is to produce ineveasingly risqué plays 
immediate profits may eventually be trans- 
formed into future losses, 


‘There are still large numbers of people in 
the world who have some sort of respect for 
the ideals of married life, who find no 
‘amusement in the presentation of immorali- 
ties which are better discussed in the put 
ious of the divorce courts than retailed for 
the passing amusement of the unthinking. 
For such people plays of this type leave a 
hasty taste in the mouth; it is impossible 
that they should do otherwise. ‘The question 
naturally arises as to whether there are not 
other, and more suitable plays from which 
inatour productions could be chosen, ‘To 
that there can be but one answer, 
is that the A.D. has by no means ex! 
the rich treasures which have been piled 
up during the long history of the theatre. 
And if they had, are not some of those old 
plays well worth the reviving? It may us 
well be admitted at once that amateur 
dramatic clubs do have considerable difl- 
culty in selecting plays owing to the fact that 
it is not always easy to secure an adequate 
cast for presenting them. ‘That is parti- 
cularly true of a place like Shanghai where 
the amount of talent is very. restricted, but 
even then every endeavour should be made 
to avoid plays which throw a glamour over 
human failings, which those who know 
realize look very sordid,—as they should,— 
when dealt with the divoree courts. ‘There 
is enough of evil in life without seeking to 
‘wrest amusement from it on the stage or 
sereen, and yet that is precisely what plays 
of this type in fact do. If itis sought to 
Justify productions of this nature under the 
cloak of art, let it be emphasized that the 
warment is a very shoddy one. If they can- 
not so be justified, they should be left alone. 
Should that be regarded as an extremely 
old fashioned view, at least this can be said 
about it—unless the new modes can produce 
something very much better they have noth- 
ing commendable about them. If they mere- 
ly justify the production of risqué catchpen-

Should either 
land or Rumania ‘decide of thelr own free 
will that they desived to be included in the 
German bloc, without any proof of material 
threats and the like, the anti-aggression pact 
would not become operative. It is only when 
nations, threatened by military force, are pre- 
pared to dofend their national integrity that Mr, 
Chamberlain's scheme and. the British guaran~ 
tees come into force, for obviously it would be 
futile ta seek 10 defend a nation against 
‘change which it had actually welcomed in the 
course of negotiations. ‘The agreement, by 
Poland, if such comes about, to effect ‘some 
compromise over the German demands with 
regard to Danzig and the pathway across the 
corridor, so Tong as. it is not ubtained by’ any 
ures of which Poland can complain and 
Against ‘which ‘she will offer resistance, is 
something which definitely does not come within 
the purview. of the British guarantees.

Foochow Bombed

Shanghai, Apr. 24. 

Japanese naval aircraft made a

Hengyang Bombing 


‘Shanghat, Apr, 23.

Foreign House Struck 

Realizing that, some of the bombs

Chinese women, so covered with dust 
as to be unrecognizable, who told him 
‘that a mission house in’ which several 
people had taken shelter had been 
struck twice. Accompanied by Dr.

‘mission dugout, Mr. Kepler rushed to 
the scone. 

‘Although the walls of the house 
were stil standing, the entire roof

Alleged Injury to 
British Subject 


‘Shanghal, Apr. 18. 
Beeause she stated that she was a 
[British subject, the Japanese wife of 
fan Englishman residing in Shanghai 
was alleged to have been assaulted 
yesterday morning by a member of 
the Japanese Consular Police on 
Garden Bridge. This was the story 
told to a "North China Daily News" 
reporter yesterday by Mrs. Davis, 
wife of Mr. Albert C. Davis, local 
Journalist, of Apartment 45, Denis 
‘Apartments, Carter Road. 

‘According to Mrs. Davis, she was 
proceeding over the bridge at about 
1030 am. yesterday to buy provisions 
in Hongkew when she was stopped 
‘by the Japanese Consular policeman, 
‘whose name she later ascertained was 
JTakahashi. The policeman, she stated, 

iformed her that she had not bowed 
fo the sentry on duty at the bridge 
who asked who she” was. 

In reply Mrs. Davis informed the 
man that she was a British subject, 
who had been married to an English- 
man for 30 years. Following this, 
[she added, she was forcibly drageed 
into the hut, which stands behind Ue 
sentry box ‘on the bridge, and the 
door “was closed. 

Mrs. Davis then stated that she was 
further questioned by the policeman, 
‘who asked why she had tecome 
British as she wax of the Japanese 
race. Replying, Mrs. Davis told the 
reporter that she asked the man if 
there was any reason why she should 
Inot become British as she was mar 
Fled to an Englishman. 


Gave Heavy Slap 
Following this the Consular police- 














‘man gave her a heavy slap on the 


jeheek™ and stated, “You think that 
now you arc more superior than the 
Japanese, Being married to an Eng- 
Tishman does not make you almighty,” 
she alleged he had said. 

Mrs. Davis then asked for the 
policeman’ name in order to report 
the matter and was given a card 
Which was shown to ‘the reporter. 
‘This, she slated, wax handed to her 
by the man, the name printed on the 
card! being: Takahashi of the Japanese 

1 Police. 

‘Afler being allowed to Ieave the 
Itt. Mrs. Davis went to the south 
side of tive bridge and reported the 
‘matter to a Japanese constable of the 
ISMLP. on duty: there, being told by 
hhim to leave the matter alone, she 
stated. 

Dr. C. 7, Lye, who examined Mrs. 
Davis after the alleged assault, told 
‘the reporter that she was suffering 
from shock and had hardly recovered

ed at TEM. Consulate-General "Mr. 
Davis stated that as soon as his wife's 
condition was ascertained this step 
would be taken through his lawyers,

‘Wenchow Closed to 


Ships ‘ ng ‘Shanghai, Apr. 25. 


Wenchow, an important east Che- 
kkiang coastal district which has been 
the only trade centre in Chekiang 
having connections with Shanghai, 
Is now elosed to shipping. All other 
important Chekiong coastal districts 
including Chinghal, the riverport 
gateway to Ningpo'have previously 
‘been closed to shipping. All Shang 
‘hal steamers lying off Wenchow have 
een required to return here and 
the others wishing to proceed to the 
district have postponed their trips 
indefinitely. 

"The district has been bombed and 
shelled’ and the situation along the 
Chekiang coast is reported to be 
tense owing to the renewed threat 
of attack by the Japanese navy. 
Shipping circles here hope that the 
closing of Wenchow is temporary 
for if it is permanent then Shang- 

rade will be seriously affected. 
Fighting is going on’ in many 
places in Chekiang and ‘Kiangsu, 
especially along the railways. The 
Chinese forces are aiming at recap: 
turing important towns along the 
railways having renewed their coun- 
ter offensive operations while the 
Japanese appear to be bent on des- 
roying the very ‘base ‘of Chinese 
‘operations at Kinhwa, the wartime 
capital of Chekiang. 

Reports from Kinhwa indicate that 
the district was bombed by Japanese 
‘planes consecutively for two days 
on Saturday and Sunday. Eight 
‘Planes invaded ‘th, district shortly 

fore noon on Sunday and dropped

Duildings it was, as it was now, in 
ils more commodious premises, 
hive of industry. 

Since its foundation in 1044 the 
Hospital had given outstanding ser~ 
viee to the community. Its history 
‘was one of service, service to sulfer- 
ing humanity and ‘the report showed 
the great and increasing service being 
rendered to the community for in 
1038 the visits of out-patients were 
240,010, an increase of 62,079, while 
in the in-pationt. department’ the 
number of patient days was 102133, 
fan Inerease ‘of 10,314 and operations 
‘at 6,295, showed an. increase of 824 
over 1997, These figures not only 
indicated the service being rendered 
by the Hospital but reading between 
the lines, the self sacrificing and 
whole hearted service of the staff.

Wang had been an active member of| 
the Committee since 1912, and during 
the whole of the ensuing period of 
no less than 26 years, he had helped 
the institution greatly, not only with 
his sage adviee but also in many 
material ways and with finaneial as- 
sistance. 

It had really been a surprise to the 
‘Trustees and Committee of the Hos- 
pital, how well financial assistance 
had ‘come in during this period of 
extreme stress. Foreign subscriptions 
exceed $15,000, as against approxi- 
‘mately $12,000' last_year, whilst Chi- 
hese friends had also provided nearly 
$13,000, as against about $8,000 in 1937. 
‘Thanks were again due to the Shang- 
hai Municipal Council and the French 
‘Municipal Couneit for their tangible 
support in the form of Grants-in-Aid, 
‘whilst the Hospital was also indebted, 
‘8 always, to ils staunch supporters, 
the Shanghai Race Club. 

‘As would be seen from the working, 
account, the British Fund for Relief 
In China made a grant of $50,000. The 
Shanghai International Red Cross had 
also provided over $7,000, os against 
‘about $5,000 last year, this being in 
addition to a large quantity of gifts 
In kind. ‘The patients themselves paid 
far more than they had ever done 
before in the history of the hospital, 
forthe services which had been 
rendered to them. ‘The hospital re~ 
coived foes from patients to the 
amount of over $143,000 as against 
some $98,000 last year. This result 
had been a pleasant surprise to the 
Hospital management and the staff, 
being ample proof that the work done 
‘was appreciated. In addition to the 
above-mentioned very considerable 
increases in income, the Hospital had 
‘also been fortunate in income re- 
ceived from endowment properties. 
‘These were all situated South of the 
Soochow Creek, and, in common with 
all other properties in this area, they 

jere fully occupied and producing 
igher revenue than ever before. 


Expenditt 


On the expenditure of the 
Working Account, the cost under al- 
most all headings had increased, but 
by dint of very careful supervision, 
the proportionate inerease had not 
bbeen quite as much as the proportion- 
tate Inerease on the revenue side, with 
the result that the excess of expendi- 
ture over income was less than $2,500.

‘That the standards of work 
hhave not been lowered in spite of the 
never-ending pressure, speaks well 
for the wholehearted co-operation of 
all departments and all individuals, 
he added. ‘The hospital had been run 
ning now for 95 ‘consecutive years. 
During that time close on ‘three 
million individual patients had ap- 
plied for and received treatment, and 
of these over 127,000 had been cared 
for in the wards. 

“We are passing through days of 
severe anxiety and dread, when the 
forces of destruction are rapidly 
‘gathering strength and evil and terror 
hover over our homes,” continued Dr. 
Patterson. “It is well that we ean turn 
‘cur thoughts to works of construction 
‘ond rebuilding, and find scope for our 
energies. inthe saving of life and 
Fegeneration of souls. In fow places 
more than in hospitals will you find 
Ideals such as these in daily practice, 
Po you who have taken your part, 
great or small, direct or indirect, in 
‘such work as this, 1 would bid you 
count ‘your efforts as among the very 
eal things in your lives. To very 
‘many a hospital is simply an abode 
of pain and suffering. To those who, 
Know, it is a place of relief from 
‘suffering, a workshop for the repalr 
of broken lives, and if it be a true 
hospital it is a centre of inspiration 
for both patients and staff for days 
to come, 

‘The hospital had passed through 
critical periods, not ‘least of them 
being that which still held Shanghai 
in its grip. "It may be that in the 
future, and the near future, further | 
tests will come for the hospital, its 
committees, its staff, its friends in 
the community. But secure in the 
bolief that we have a God-given com- 
‘mission to heol and revive, and sure 
fof the sympathy and, whole-hearted 
help of our many friends, we face 
forwards with confidence and eager- 
‘ness to fuller and more efficient ser- 
Wiee than ever,” he concluded.

Shanghai, Apr. 18. 

Serious discussion of the present 
speculation on rooms and growth of 
prices continue to be contributed to 
Russian newspapers by social work- 
ers. Mr. Charles Metzler, Chairmar 
of the Russian Colony, has suggested 
that the Municipal authorities should 
tax to the highest limit private 
parties and real estate companies 
‘owning empty lots. He further sus 
ests that a company be formed for 
the ‘construction of houses whose 
apartments could be bought outright 
by tenants, pointing out that when 
put into practice in ‘St. Pelersburs 
this “system was most successful.
